Faces,  faces  everywhere  and  nary  a  place  to  sit.  To  the  complete 
>wilderment  of  the  old  students  and  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the 
:hool  administration,  the  student  body  has  increased  considerably.  There 
-e  no  longer  enough  chairs,  coat  hangers,  or  ash  trays  to  go  around. 

Never  before  was  it  necessary  to 
fight  over  a  certain  desk  in  a  class¬ 
room.  The  smoke  is  so  thick  in  the 
first-floor  lounge  that  it  could  be  cut 
with  a  knife. 

In  order  to  accommodate  all  of 
these  “new  faces,”  there  was  an  in¬ 
crease  in  faculty  members  and 
classroom  facilities. 

Compared  to  the  1961-62  semes¬ 
ter,  the  enrollment  has  increased 
by  one-third  from  663  to  897  stu¬ 
dents.  This  exemplifies  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  wide-scale  advertising 
campaign  that  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  initiated  this  summer.  Not 
only  were  the  number  of  students 
increased,  but  also  the  number  of 
credit  hours.  The  1961-62  semester 
boasted  5,805  credit  hours  while 
the  1962-63  semester  added  2,187 
to  that  number  making  a  grand 
total  of  7,992  credit  hours. 

The  bulk  of  the  student  body  is 
comprised  of  part-time  students  who 
number  530  while  the  full-time  stu¬ 
dents  number  367.  The  senior  class 
has  more  than  tripled  in  size  while 
the  freshman,  sophomore,  and  jun¬ 
ior  classes  have  enlarged  gradually. 
Of  course,  the  school  also  has  mar¬ 
ried  people  in  attendance.  We  have 
in  our  midst  this  semester  266  mar¬ 
ried  students  while  the  1961-62  se¬ 
mester  had  228  of  these  students. 

The  usual  question,  “Do  the  wom¬ 
en  outnumber  the  men?”  arises 
whenever  enrollment  is  mentioned. 
This  is  still  a  problem  for  both  the 
part-time  and  full-time  students,  be¬ 
cause  the  women  outnumber  the 
men  by  1.08:1.  This  problem,  how¬ 
ever,  will  probably  never  be  solved. 

Perhaps  another  unsolvable  prob¬ 
lem  will  be  where  to  put  all  of  these 
“new  faces.”

!ere  he  did  it  again,  winning  a  huge 
old  cup  and  the  first  Indoor  Nation- 
1  Championship  tourney  ever  held. 

These  tournaments  are  held  to 
test  the  accuracy  of  the  contes¬ 
tants  as  is  the  case  in  archery  or 
skeet  shooting.  In  this  case  the 
targets  are  floating,  eighteen 
inches  in  diameter,  and  as  far  as 
95  feel  away.

Thoughts . . .

As  we  draw  near  to  the  first  Tues¬ 
day  of  November,  it’s  a  good  idea  to 
reconsider  and  evaluate  our  own 
political  thinking,  and  that  of  the 
candidates  who  are  running  for  pub¬ 
lic  office.  The  question  of  whether  a 
man  is  a  liberal  or  a  conservative, 
a  conservative  liberal  or  a  liberal 
conservative — a  big  argument  in 
political  circles  today — is  one  which 
reminds  me  of  a  person  who  goes 
about  “fighting  windmills.”  Much 
more  important  is  it  for  us  to  con¬ 
sider  what  a  politician  really  is,  and 
whether  the  present  candidates  are 
politicians. 

What  is  a  politician?  Barry 
Goldwater,  in  The  Conscience  of  a 
Conservative,  says  that  a  politi¬ 
cian  is  one  who  “understands  the 
nature  of  man  through  the  wis¬ 
dom  and  experience  of  history.” 
Although  other  sciences  rightly 
claim  to  know  about  the  nature  of 
man,  politics  and  those  who  prac¬ 
tice  it  must  know  about  man  and 
must  consider  each  individual,  not 
just  masses  and  forces. 

If  the  candidate  for  office  does  not 
believe  in  this,  I  wonder  how  he  can 
honestly  run.  I  wonder  how  one  can 
honestly  vote  for  such  a  person. 

Politics  leads  us  into  its  sister 
science,  economics.  Economics  im¬ 
mediately  brings  us  into  conflict 
with  different  types  of  systems: 
Marxian  socialism,  fascism,  Len¬ 
inism,  capitalism.  Today,  one  hears 
and  reads  a  great  deal  about  why 
capitalism  is  the  only  philosophical¬ 
ly  founded  economic  system  which 
can  be  considered  correct.  The 
Christian  Church  has  given  many 
arguments  why  one  can’t  believe  in 
such  philosophically  founded  sys¬ 
tems  as  Marxian  socialism  and  oth¬ 
ers,  yet  many  people  reduce  these 
statements  merely  to  the  Church’s 
anti-atheistic  view.  Yet,  regardless 
of  whether  one  is  a  Christian,  a 
Buddhist,  a  Moslem,  an  agnostic  or 
an  atheist,  if  one  believes  tnat  each 
man  is  an  individual,  not  just  a  part 
of  the  great  mass,  then  one  can  be¬ 
lieve  only  in  an  economic  system 
whole  “philosophy  takes  into  ac¬ 
count  the  essential  differences  be¬ 
tween  men,  and  accordingly  make 
provision  for  developing  the  differ¬ 
ent  potentialities  of  each  man.”  It 
remains  to  be  proven,  to  me,  wheth¬ 
er  Marxian  socialism,  Leninism,  or 
fascism  is  based  upon  such  a  philos¬ 
ophy. 

“No  man  is  an  island,  entire  of  it- 
iself.  Every  man  is  a  piece  of  the 
continent,  a  part  of  the  main.” 
Everything  we  do  has  a  bearing  on 
the  past,  present,  and  future.  What 
we  do  may  not  seem  like  much,  but 
Caesars,  Alexanders,  Hitlers,  and 
Kennedys  are  made  up  of  “little 
people”  who  give  power  to  these 
men.  “Little  people”  are  as  impor¬ 
tant  as  the  great  rulers  of  the  world. 
We  all  have  souls;  we  all  have  to 
face  a  judgment  in  eternity;  and  if 
anyone  objects  to  my  first  two  state¬ 
ments,  they  can’t  disagree  that  we’ll 
all  occupy  the  same  type  of  six  by 
six  box.  “Little  people”  get  things 
done  in  this  world.

tons  of  Zurich,  St.  Gall,  Schaffhaus- 
en  and  Winterthur.  Switzerland  still 
denies  women  the  right  to  vote,  ex¬ 
cept  in  a  few  local  political  bodies. 

Dr.  Heinzelmann  charges  in  her 
petition  that  the  teaching  of  the 
Church  in  regard  to  woman,  being 
largely  and  authoritatively  based  on 
writings  of  St.  Thomas  Aquinas,  no 
longer  is  in  keeping  with  the  in¬ 
sights  gained  into  woman’s  true  na¬ 
ture  by  modern  science,  both  psy¬ 
chologically  and  biologically. 

“Relevant  conclusions  reached  by 
St.  Thomas,”  says  the  doctor,  “con¬ 
stitute  a  severe  insult  to  woman’s 
dignity  inasmuch  as  they  start  from 
a  premise  that  she  is  a  creature  in¬ 
ferior  to  man  and  one  designed  by 
God  to  be  entirely  subservient  to 
him.”

He  earned  an  A.B.  in  history  at  Loy¬ 
ola,  and  a  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  in  history 
at  Catholic  University  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C. 

Before  being  appointed  to  the 
St.  Joseph  staff  this  year,  Dr. 
Fleming  was  editor  for  World 
Book  Encyclopedia.  Previous  to 
this  he  had  been  an  editor  of  text¬ 
books  for  Follett  Publishing  Com¬ 
pany  and  a  part-time  lecturer  at 
Loyola. 

Dr.  Fleming  is  also  active  in  his 
community.  He  was  president  of 
the  St.  Laurence  Community  Organ¬ 
ization,  a  neighborhood  conserva¬ 
tion  group.  He  has  also  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  lay  executive  board  of  the 
Cana  Conference  of  Chicago. 

The  American  Historical  Society 
admitted  Dr.  Fleming  in  1938.  He 
was  also  admitted  to  the  American 
Catholic  Historical  Society  at  this 
time. 

What  does  Dr.  Fleming  think  of 
St.  Joseph’s?  In  an  interview  he 
stated  that  he  is  very  impressed 
by  the  friendliness  of  both  the  stu¬ 
dents  and  the  faculty.  Another 
aspect  of  the  student  body  which 
greatly  impresses  him  is  the  seri¬ 
ousness  with  which  the  students 
undertake  their  work.

Simone's  “Annunciation" 
Displayed  In  Library 


“Be  it  done  unto  me,  according  to  Thy  word.”  This  quotation  is 
expressed  along  with  the  emotions  of  dismay  and  reverent  acceptance, 
in  the  St.  Joseph  College  Calumet  Center  library  Painting  of  the  Week, 
“The  Annunciation.”  This  fourteenth  century  painting,  by  Simone  Martini, 
was  produced  in  Italy  for  the  altar  of  the  chapel  Sant’  Ansano  in  the 


Cathedral  of  Siena. 

Simone,  sometimes  known  as  di 
Martino,  was  an  eminent  painter 
of  the  Sienese  school.  Sienese 
painters  adopted  a  pale,  blond, 
slender,  small-headed,  long-faced 
physical  type  figure  that  looks  odd 
and  even  un¬ 
attractive  to 
the  newcomer 
to  Sienese 
painting.  Mar¬ 
tini  added  a 
refined  contour 
of  line,  utmost 
grace  of  ex¬ 
pression,  and 
a  deep  seren¬ 
ity  of  mood  to 
this  master¬ 
piece.  He  produced  several  im¬ 
portant  frescoes  and  many  other 
prominent  altarpieces  such  as 
“The  Virgin  and  Child.”  While 
living  in  Assisi  he  created  his 
greatest  fresco,  illustrating  scenes 
from  the  life  of  St.  Martin  for  the 
chapel  of  St.  Martin  in  the  Lower 
Church.  He  was  the  leading  influ¬ 
ence  on  the  development  of  Sie¬ 
nese  paintings  of  the  fourteenth 
century. 

This  masterpiece,  “The  Annuncia¬ 
tion,”  is  done  in  rich  gold  and  bril¬ 
liant  colors  to  portray  the  great  rich¬ 
ness  and  majesty  of  the  heavenly 
figures  represented  here.  The  Angel 
Gabriel  seems  almost  alive  with 
flowing  cape,  and  the  sparkle  of  the 
divine  message  he  is  delivering — 
“Blessed  art  thou  among  women.” 
The  Blessed  Virgin  is  painted  as  shy 
and  dismayed  at  the  apparition  be¬ 
fore  her.  Simone,  however,  using 
the  expressionism  of  this  period  in 
art,  depicts  the  beauty  and  willing¬ 
ness  of  a  human  creature,  of  human 
frailty,  to  accept  the  Will  of  God. 

This  reproduction  which  hangs  in 
the  school  library  foretells  the  com¬ 
ing  joy  of  the  birth  of  the  Messiah. 
This  is  truly  the  meaning  expressed 
in  the  “Annunciation”,  “And  the 
Word  was  made  flesh  and  dwelt 
amongst  us”.
